Claimed Self-Defense. 


Some passers-by aaw the finishing act 


of the tragedy, and Sieboldt said: "He 
tried to kill me, but I have finished him 
In good shape." lie then unhitched the 
horses, end. riding one and leading the 
other, started home. He WHS overtaken 
by the officers at the Furnace springs, ar- 
mted, and brought to this city. A mob 
lathered at the jail with the avowed in- 
tention of lynching Sieboldt. but the sher- 
iff took the murdeter to Moaroe, Green 
county, for safe-keeping. There he re- 
mained until Monday, the date set for his 
preliminary hearing, when he arrived in 
town on themorning train and was placed 
In the jail. Monday moining people be- 
gan to arrive in the city by twos and 
threes and half-dozens, until a crowd of 
fully 300 excited persons, neighbors of the 
murdered man, were in the village. At 
noon, however, it was evident that the 
mob which had gathered about the jail 
meant business. 


Detaanded the Keys. 


Cries of *'Give us the keys." "Bring out 


the prisoner," "Open the door,** "Batter 
down the doors," etc., were raised on 
•very hand. The prisoner, who was con- 
fined in on« of the strongest iron-bound 
calls in the jail, heard the cries and shouts 
of the mob. and trembled, and moaned, 
and shrieked alternately. The demands 
for the keys were ignored by the sheriff 
and his deputies. The doors were locked 
and protected by heavy bars. When the 
mob saw that the doors of the jail would 
not be thrown open they procured axes 
and sledges and attacked the panels of 
oak and maple. Barriers gave way one 
after another. The sheriff and the jailer 
attempted to protect the prisoner, but 
were overpowered in an instant and dis- 
armed. Straight toward the cell where 
the doomed man was cowering rushed 
the men who had determined to avenge 
Meighan's murder. The iron bars gave 
way like pipestems. 


In the Mob'a Power. 


A rope was in band and a noose was put 


Out of the jail 
harried the shouting throng, hustling the 
prisoner through the corridor and out 
into the conrthouse square.

Failure of a tag Firm ghatea Up All the 


Market! 


CHICAGO, Sept 22 —Before business be- 
;an this morning tbe secretary announced 
that S. V. White ft Co. were unable to meet 
their obligations. This 
announcement, 


though not unexpected In some quarters, 
created consternation for a moment, espe- 
cially In the corn pits, where the firm held 
the heattat line ot open trades. Tbis firm 
was known to be tbe leading one of the 
band of brokers who bave been represent' 
Ing the clique in tha bull deal which has 
been running In September and October 
corn for several weeks. Many millions of 
bushels o! September and October futures 
have been bought by this mysterious syndi- 
cate, whose Identity traders have In vain 
tried to discover. 


The corn pit was the center of attraction, 


and a wild scene was enacted tbe moment 
the bell tapped. Traders clambered over 
each other in their efforts to be heard am 
all sorts of prices were asked and bid at the 
same moment. October corn, in which mos 
of the unsettled trades existed, cioced yes 
terday at 51% cents, and at the start there 
were a few trades at and around 48 cents f o 
that future, but sellers quickly advanced 
their prices, and it was not until 49 to 49 }4 
cents was reached that trading actually be- 
came active, and in spite of a recession o 
Vi penny in the price at Liverpool, the mar 
ket was strong, and between 49 cents and 
49M cents an immense amount of grain was 
bought in. The excitement tben began to 
quiet down.
